“This mission is one of t h e

Director Gly nn Lunney . 
“ John and Mik e performed 
magnificently .” 
Lunney said Gemini IO proved 
the 
feasibility 
of 
rendezvous 
with both an active and a pas­ 
sive satellite — the Agena IO 
and the Agena 8; that man can 
survive 
outside 
a 
spacecraft, 
and that a manned satellite can 
dock with a fuel tank er in space 
for long periods and use its en­ 
gine for maneuvering. 
Navy Cmdr. Alan L. Bean, a 
Gemini IO back up pilot, told 
newsmen the rendezvous with 
the lifeless Agena 8 was the 
most significant achievement. 
“ A y ear ago,” Bean said, “ we 
thought it was impossible to 
rendezvous with something that 
had been up there for four 
months — with no radar beacon 
or lights. That one thing alone 
gives us an im pact of what has 
been done on Gemini IO. It was 
trem endous.” 
Young, who had been a rather 
untalk ative astronaut during his 
first two day s in space, ex 
pressed his ex uberance when he 
closed to within a few feet of 
Agena 8.

Separately , he began work on 
his aluminum-frame “ ornithop- 
te r” two wings mounted on a 
sulk v-ty pe carriage driven by 
bicy cle pedals and chain.

Gonzalez say s, “ I saw it for the 
first time. The secret of flight.” 
His 5-foot-3, 110-pound body was 
stretched on his lawn as he 
watched a bird.

tips of its wings stay ed in the 
sam e plane. That was it. 
“ Birds don’t flap their wings. 
T hat’s an optical illusion. Their 
bodies move up and down.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 
den 
Johnson, 
while 
carefully 
avoiding 
retaliation 
threats, 
say s the American people would 
“ react accordingly ” should Ha­ 
noi try downed U.S. pilots on 
charges of war crim es. 
Ask ed about North Vietnam­ 
ese threats that such trials will 
be launched, Johnson responded 
at a news conference Wednes­ 
day by say ing: “ I think the peo­ 
ple of this country 
and 
the 
peaceful people of the world 
would find this action very re­ 
volting 
a n d 
repulsive, 
and 
would react accordingly .” 
Johnson twice sk irted q ues­ 
tions about possible American 
retaliation against any trials of 
the American prisoners. 
Referring to the pilots held by 
Hanoi, 
Johnson 
declared: 
“These men, who are military 
men, who are carry ing out mili­ 


tary assignments in line of duty 
against military targets, are not 
war crim inals and should not be 
treated as such.” 
Once again, he called for a 
conference 
under 
Red 
Cross 
auspices to assure the prisoners 
of hum ane treatm ent under the 
19 49 Geneva agreem ents, which 
Hanoi claim s do not apply to the 
present fighting. 
Johnson reiterated, too, “our 
desire to engage in uncondition­ 
al discussions” at the earliest 
possible date in an effort to end 
the war. 
But he said: “ We have not the 
slightest indication that the oth­ 
er side is willing to mak e any 
concession to tak e any action 
that would lead to the peace 
table.” 
Until there is such a sign, he 
said “ we, of course, would not 
ex pect to tie the hands of our 


men in Viet Nam .” 
In fact, he said flatly “ more 
man|>ower 
will 
be 
req uired” 
and additional American troops 
will be sent to the fighting front 
as needed and req uested by the 
com m ander there, Gen. William

OTTAWA, I AP) - V ie Great

The lakes now are close to 
their average levels and while 
annual 
cycles 
make 
seasonal 
predictions fairly accurate, it is 
impossible to predict more than 
a year in advance. 
Even going that far is risky, 
says Gerry Dohler of the Hydro­ 
graphic Service— there are too 
many factors which can change 
the levels. 
Basically, it is a matter of 
precipitation 
and 
evaporation. 
A year of unusually high pre- 


j cipitation could raise the level 
considera b I y 
if 
evaporation 
were normal. 
But hot 
sunny 
weather 
and 
wind 
could 
in­ 
crease evaporation to a point 
where 
there would be no in­ 
crease. 
Dohler keeps up-to-date rec­ 
ords of tides and water levels 
from all canadian por's a n d 
recording stations 
“ In older days some people 
thought there was a cycle of 
highs and lows over a sp ecificJ 
period of years,” he said. “ But 
we haven’t been able to com-1 
pate it. Recorded figures do not 
support this theory. 
“The only cycle is an annual 
one. The lakes reach their high \ 
in early summ er and their lows 
in the winter.” 
Even if there were a predict-i 
able cycle over a 
period of 
years, it would be nullified by 
human controls. Levels of Lakes I 
Superior and Ontario are arti­ 
ficially maintained and this af j 
feels the entire system.

“ I’ve got the half-mile mark 
and now I’d like to get the oth­ 
er,’’ Ryun said on arrival here 
Monday from Berkeley, Calif., 
site of his world record mile. 
There was considerable spec­ 
ulation the 6-foot-2 phenomenon 
would go for the world 1,500- 
meter mark in Los Angeles, but 
he quickly squelched it. 
“ I’ve run my last mile race 
this year,” he said. The 1.500 
meters is about 167 yards short 
of a mile. He set an American 
record of 3:36.1 en route to his 
mile mark last weekend a n d 
also holds the American record 
two miles, 8:25.2. 
He erased Peter Snell’s world 
record in the 880-yard mn by 
two-tenths of a second a month 
ago at the U.S. Track Federa­ 
tion meet in Terre Taute, Ind.
